OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Nov. 24. 
Investigation of a secret bilack- 
shirted cult among the Oklahoma 
city high school students was be- 
gun yesterday by school officials 
who said members were sworn to 
secrecy under the threat of “de- 
struction.” 

School officials said their in- 
formation listed more than 30 mem- 
bers from Classen and Central 
high schools in the “C ? C“ eit 
whose main objective appears to 
be the “denunciation of control by 
the home and parents, by school 
authorities and by the laws of the 
state.” 

Superintendent C. K. Rielff said 
he had conducted a quiet inquiry in- 
to a religious cult operated from 
Hollywood, Cal, said to be sponsor 
of the secret school society. Mem- 
bers of the Hollywood cult here 
denied this report. 

Attention was drawn to the or- 
ganization by checking repeated 
absences from classes. Boys ques- 
tioned refused to explain their ab- 
sences. 


Black Shirts and Mustaches. 


The report of school investiga- 
tors said: 

“Official costume of the organi- 
zation is black shirts, black trous- 
ers and boots. Members are en- 
couraged to grow mustaches, and 
to appear as precocious as possible. 
Members say they are semi-mili- 
tary, and boast they are anti- 
réligious, disbelieving the Bible 
and its teachings.” 

Two leaders of the student group 
defied authorities last night to dis- 
band their club which they report- 
ed was designed to promote a blood- 
less revolution for more liberal 
government. 

Milton Walser, 19 years old, com- 
missar” of the group, a high school 
junior, and Manfore Ishmael, 18, a

School board members said the 
board long had barred secret or- 
ganizations, and would enforce the 
rule strictly.

“We're not going to let a lot of 
crepe hangers stop us,” said Wal- 
ser, “and we'll depend on the right 
of assembly and free speech to pro- 
tect us.”

Law and Order: “We do not vio- 
late the laws of our present sys- 
tem ... But we believe and hope 
for a purely bloodless revolution to 
establish a new political and econom- 
ic system in which all men would 
be issued cash certificates in like 
amounts which must be spent be- 
fore the end of the year.” The prin- 
ciple would be similar to that of 
the Soviets, they. said. 

“These kids have just got a lot of

Strip of New Ilinois Route From

license, and on several charges 
growing out of an automobile col- 
lision. 

In the automobile collision case 
Dowling was pursued by police 
after his automobile had collided 
with another at Delmar and Union 
boulevards. He was charged with 
careless and drunken driving, pass- 
ing two ston signs, and resisting 
arres.. A $5. fine paid in Police 
Court settled the matter. 

This year he was taken into 
custody after the pombing, June 2, 
of the Howards’ cleaning shop at 
Jefferson and Franklin avenue, the 
bombing of which Londe is ac- 
cused. He was questioned at that 
time, also, about the shots which 
had been fired May 29 into the 
home of Stephen R. Apted, owner 
of restaurants which have been 
picketed for more than a year by 
the waitresses’ union, chartered by 
the same international union as the 
bartenders. 

Dowling was taken into’ custody 
in the bombing case again late in 
June, after Londe had been ar- 
rested and identified by Baker as 
one of two men who bombed the 
cleaning shop. In September he 
was one of those picked up for 
questioning about the unsolved 
murder of Arthur Schading, busi- 
ness agent of the electricians’ 
union, 


Sentenced Tuesday by Default. 


Last Sept. 16 he was arrested 
after a five-mile chase by police- 
men who started to arrest him orig- 
inally for passing an automatic 
traffic signal. He failed to appear 
in Police Court Tuesday, and by 
default, was fined $365 and sen- 
tenced to 30 days in the workhouse 
on this and 19 other traffic charges 
which grew out of the chase. 

Police have not even been able 
to learn when Dowling was last at 
the headquarters of the bartenders’ 
union in the Mid City Building at 
Grand boulevard and Olive street. 
They sought that information from 
Miss Helen Neil, the office secre- 
tary, who was taken to Police 
Headquarters Saturday for queés- 
tioning.

Just because I couldn't tell 
them where these fellows lived, 
and they had most of them there, 
anyway.” 

Sponsored Soccer W 

Dowling for about two years be- 
fore he. got the union office, oper- 
ated a saloon of his own at Grand 
boulevard and Cottage avenue. Sev- 
eral years ago he was active in 
amateur athletics, sponsoring soc- 
cer teams which played in the 
Municipal Athletic. Association. 

He is now 31 years old. Several 
times when arrested this year he 
gave his address as the Fair- 
grounds Hotel, 3644 Natural Bridge 
avenue.

Harvey Fox’s Experience.

When they got there Fox turned 
right around and got on a train for 
Wichita, Kan. At Wichita he char- 
tered an airplane to Lambert-St. 
Louis airport, where he was met by 
an armed guard of deputy sheriffs. 
They escorted him to the city limits, 
where police took over his protec- 
tion. Fox resigned as business 
agent for the union. 

There are union men who believe 
Badlwin and his associates would 
not have stopped with domination 
of the five unions, had they been 
able to accomplish that. 

An associate of Dowling wrote 
in September to the headquarters 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor at Washington, seeking a char- 
ter for a new union which would 
organize the men whe service coin- 
operated vending machines.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 24. 
President Roosevelt in an unex- 
pected 51-word formal statement 
issued last night, expressed the 
hope that a report he had received 
that refugee migration to Palestine 
would be materially increased 
would prove authentic. 

Without giving the sourc: of his 
information or any other details, 
the President sent the following 
statement to reporters through his 
secretary, Marvin McIntyre: 

“It is reported here that the num- 
ber of refugees to be permitted en- 
try into Palestine will be mate- 
rially increased, and in particular 
that many children and young peo- 
ple will be given refuge there. 

“T have no means of knowing the 
accuracy of this report, but I hope 
that it is true.” 

Long before his first formal state- 
ment of Nov. 15 asserting Ameri- 
can public opinion had been deep- 
ly shocked by anti-Jewish persecu- 
tions in Germany, Mr. Roosevelt 
had sought to halt British plans to 
limit the flow of Jews to their 
Palestine homeland during the Arab 
uprising. 

It was natural, therefore, that 
any information that such migra- 
tions from Europe would be stepped 

up rather than decreased would 
meet with his hearty approval. 


MacDonald Says Problem Can’t Be 
Settied in Palestine. 
By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.— Malcolm 
MacDonald, Secretary for Colonies 
and Dominions, told the House of 
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Commons today that he was con- 
sidering proposals by the Jewish 
agency for increased Jewish immi- 
gration into Palestine. 

MacDonald opened a debate on 
the Government’s abandonment of 
its plan for partitioning of Pales- 
tine with Germany's anti-Jewish 
campaign giving urgency to the 
problem of finding new homes for 
German Jews. 

MacDonald said he was consider- 
ing the Jewish agency’s proposals 
in conjunction with Sir Harold Mac- 
Michael, Britain’s High Commission- 
er for Palestine. 


But he added firmly, “the prob- 
lem of refugees in Central Europe 
cannot be settled in Palestine.” 

Britain, the Secretary said, made 
no promise that Palestine “should 
be a home for every one who is 
seeking to escape from such an im- 
mense calamity.” 


“We never anticipated this fierce 
persecution in Europe,” he declared. 

Dispatches from Jerusalem today 
said more than 10,000 applications 
had been made by Jews in Palestine 
for immigration permits for nedr 
relatives in Germany. The appli- 
cants declared themselves ready to 
support ‘their relatives.

When the first records were made 
about a month ago, teachers re- 
ported that the children showed 
unusual interest in the. procedure 
and that their desire to improve 


their speech increased when they 
heard their own voices played back 


Miss y c, Nuiott, supervisor 
of special schools, is in charge of 
speech correction. There are 38 
centers, with about 50 pupils en- 
rolled at each, where the work is 
carried on. The machine will be 
taken to each center, ‘where the 
children have two classes a week, 
for about four recording sessions 
a year. 

Five major speech defects can be 
found in otherwise normal children. 
They are lisping, stuttering, oral 
inactivity, sound substitutions and 
cleft palates. 

Stuttering, which, the teachers 
say, results from emotional insta- 
bility, requires psychological meth- 
ods of treatment. The cure of stut- 
tering depends as much in finding 
out and correcting any hidden com- 
plexes as in training the _ voice. 
Teachers report that stuttering 16 
more prevalent among boys than 
girls, j 

Cleft palate must first be cor- 
rected by surgery. Then comes the 
process of teaching the child to 
acquire the correct habits of 
speech. Oral inactivity results 
from insufficient development of 
certain mouth and throat muscles 
and is corrected by giving these 
Muscles added exercise. Sound sub- 
noe means persisting in baby 
Eight white and two Negro 
teachers conduct the speech work 
at the 35 centers.

“I have never made such a state- 
ment and there is no basis in fact 
for such a quotation.” 

Under Hopkins’ letter the Times 
printed a reply by Krock, who said 
the quotation attributed to Hopkins 
was “first published elsewhere” in 
September, and between its first ap- 
pearance and Nov. 12 had heen 
often reprinted, “twice by me.” 

“I used and reprinted the quota- 
tion after careful verification be- 
cause, while it fitted completely 
into Mr. Hopkins’ political philoso- 
phy as I have understood it, I 
wanted to be certain of the lan- 
guage,” wrote Krock. 

“Among those who heard it is a 
most reputable citizen of New York 
and, in lighter hours, a playmate of 
Mr. Hopkins. They were at the 
Empire race track in Yonkers at 
the time and were discussing spend- 
ing and the New Deal in serious 
vein. Had the quotation not pre- 
viously been published, or had I not 
verified it and been assured that it 
was said seriously, I should not 
have reprinted the remark, 

“I am sorry Mr, Hopkins is em- 
barrassed by the publication, and I 
can well understand that it may 
cause special difficulties with the 
Senate if he is nominated to the 
Cabinet. But, since I know the in- 
formant to be accurate, and since 
his recreational associations with 
Mr. Hopkins are very close, I can 
only conclude that Mr. Hopkins has 
forgotten the incident, though he 
should easily ee the consist- 
ency of the remark.

Both the CIO Packing House Work- 
ers’ Organization Committee and the 
management expected the yards to 
remain closed until Saturday. Gen- 
eral Manager O. T. Henkle ot the 
yards said the Friday after Thanks- 
giving normally was a dull day in 
the stockyards, with no shipments 

at all this time. 

The CIO union has demanded a 
basic wage, vacations with pay, 
overtime pay and a written con- 
tract. 


Made to Wallace. 

The Federal conciliators inter- 
vened at about the time directors 
of the Chicago Livestock Exchange, 
made up of brokers who buy and 
gell animals on the open market at 
the yards, telegraphed an appeal to 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace to 
use his influence in terminating the 
deadlock lest the entire industry 
suffer a great loss. Wallace de- 
clined to comment on the plea. 

The sharp decline in stock ship- 
ments threatened to curtail meat 
processing in the packing plants 
here. 

There were no sales on the.open 
market at the yards yesterday, the 
third day of the dispute. About 
8000 head of stock arrived by train 
and truck. But these were sent 
directly to the packing houses and 
the International Livestock Show, 
opening here Saturday. 

The vast expanse of pens is 
empty. The silence is relieved only 


pigs left in the enclosure. Com- 
mission men agreed to feed and 
water them but placed a bar on 
sales. 
A Few Direct Sales Made. 

The exchange, a neutral party 
in the controversy, suspended its 
rules to permit its broker mem- 
bers to buy from farmers and ship 
the animals directly to the pack- 


ing plants here. This move would 


enable them to circumvent the 
strike-bound market channel but 
such transactions would be limited. 
James Rice, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor 
Livestock Handlers’ Union, an- 
nounced the members were ready 
to return to work Friday. Herbert 
March, an organizer for the Pack- 
ing House Workers’ Organizing 
Committee, declared, however, the 
CIO union was ready to tie-up the 
entire packing industry here if 
necessary to support the strike.

COURT UPHOLDS TOWN’S RIGHT 


TO BUILD NEW POWER PLANT 


Leasing of Old System to Private 
Utility Not a Bar to Such 


Action. 

The right of the city of Minatare, 
Neb., a small community near the 
Wyoming line, to build.a new elec- 
tric generating and distributing 


system after leasing its old plant 
to the Western Public Service Co., 


was upheld by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in an opin- 
ion delivered here yesterday. 

In District Court in Nebraska 
the company failed to obtain an 
injunction against the municipal- 
ity’s action, which was authorized 
by ordinance, and it appealed, ar- 
guing that municipal competition 
would render its business valueless, 
Its lease had seven years to run 
when the suit was filed last year. 

The appellate decision, by Judge 
Archibald K. Gardner, with Judges 
Kimbrough Stone and Seth Thomas 
concurring, held the town had the 
power to operate its own system, 
with due regard to the rights of the 
company, and that neither the lease 
nor the franchise held by the com- 
pany gave it exclusive privileges. 
The risk of municipal competition 
under the circumstances would 
seem to be a hazard attached to 
the enterprise, the Court added.

Thousands of Re f u gees 
Cross Into English Terri- 
tory—Plan to Close Fron- 
tier Announced. 


By the Associated Press. 
HONGKONG, Nov. 24.— The war- 
fare in South China moved with- 
in 20 miles of this British crown 
colony today when Japanese 
opened a pincher-like drive to wipe 
out Chinese southeast of Canton. 


Throngs of Chinese refugees ani 
a scattering of wounded Chinese 


soldiers crossed into British terri- 
tory. 

The Japanese landed 2000 sol- 
diers yesterday on the east bank 
of the Pearl River. The men ad- 
vanced inland toward the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway along which Chi- 
nese irregulars and Kwangtung 
provincial militiamen had remained 
since the Oct. 21 capitulation of 
Canton. 

Meanwhile, other Japanese pushed 
southward along the railway from 
Sheklung, about 40 miles east of 
Canton and a similar distance 
north of Hongkong. 

Many Chinese in Delta Area. 

The number of Chinese troops 
still in the 20-mile strip of delta 
land between the railway and the 
river mouth was thought to be 
several thousand—ifrregulars and 
members of the Kwangtung pro- 
vincial defense corps t hat failed 
to save Canton. 

This fighting ‘was the closest to 
Hongkong of any land operations 
in the Chinese-Japanese conflict. 
The force which took Canton land- 
ed in the northeastern extreme of 
Bias Bay, 30 miles from the col- 
ony. 

Hitherto the Japanese had care- 
fully steered clear of Hongkonp’s 
boundary. In the present drive, 
however, a Japanese plane flew

Expedition Tries to Reach Foreign- 
ers Marooned at Kuling. 
By the associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Nov. 24.—Lieut. C. 
T. Caufield, executive officer of 


the United States gunbeat Mono- 
cacy, accompanied by an officer 
from the British gunboat Cockcha- 
fer and a Japanese detail, attempt- 
ed today to establish contact with 
the more than 200 foreigners ma- 
rooned at Kuling since mid-sum- 
mer. 

In refuge on Kuling Mountain, 
about 15 miles south of Kiukiang, 
the group includes 34 Americans. 
The latest report from Kuling said 
the refugees still were safe despite 
the fighting that had raged around 
them in recent months. Kuling is 
about 130 miles southeast of Han- 
kow. 

The expedition to Kuling left 
Kiukiang last night. Plans were 
said to be indefinite but it was pos- 
sible that the American and Brit- 
ish officers would attempt to re- 
move the foreigners, among them 
invalids, women and children. 

It was reported that 5000 Chinese 
soldiers still held the mountain, de- 
spite encirclement by Japanese. 
The Japanese guard detail, head- 
ed by an army officer, was to escort 
Lieut, Caufield and the British of- 
ficer to a Chinese outpost some- 
where on the mountainside. 
Japanese authorities were said to 
have promised safe conduct of the 
refugees through their lines if the 
foreigners were able and wished to 
leave the mountain. Presumably, 
the American and British officers 
would carry that assurance to them, 
The journey of Caufield and, his 
British companion was a difficult 
one, The shortest route to the 
summit is a winding, 13-mile path- 
way carved in the mountainside. 
Aside from walking, the only means 
of negotiating the climb is by 
coolie-carried chairs. 

Meanwhile, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek was said to be directing 
Chinese operations in the south, 
where a counter-offensive against 
Canton from the west and north- 
east has been under way for sev- 
eral days. 

Chinese advices said the General- 
issimo was fighting the Japanese to 
stalemates in some sectors and 
pushing closer to Canton in others, 
The Chinese were said to be sup- 
ported by their newly active air 
force. 

The Chinese also claimed suc- 
cess 110 miles north of Hankow, 
where Sinyang was said to have 
been encircled. Japanese spokes- 
men repeated their forces were or- 
ganizing for a full force offensive 
in South China to carry the inva- 
sion up the Canton-Hankow rail- 
way

I told Adams at the 
start of the season that when I 
had to play minor league hockey I 
was through. And I am. Detroit 
is my home and my living is here 
and I intend to stay.” 

During the off-season Smith has 
served as assistant to Harry Ben- 
nett, personnel director of the Ford 
Motor Co. He said he would re- 
turn to that job at once. 

Smith added that he intends “to 
keep in shape” and that if Adams 
ever needed him in an emergency 
he would play. 

J am not going down to Pitts- 
burgh and take Young Jimmy 
Franks’ job away from him,” Smith 
said, 

Difficulties between Smith and 
Adams arose a week ago when the 
goalie missed a train out of New 
York for Montreal after staying 
with friends overnight. 

Adams suspended Smith and 
fined him $150 after the incident. 
Then he was sent to Pittsburgh for 
one game, returning to Detroit 
when the Red Wings ended a road 
trip. 

Acked why he reported to Pitts- 
burgh, Smith said that, Adams 
showed him a telegram from James 
Norris, owner of the club, asking 
that Smith join the Hornets for 
one game and then return to the 
Red Wings. 

“One night in Pittsburgh was 
enough for me,” Smith told. report- 
ers. 

Adams said Harvey Teno, an am- 
ateur until a month ago, will be in 
the nets for Detroit against the 
Chicago Blackhawks here tomor- 
row night. 

The Detroit manager did indicate 
that Smith would be suspended if 
he did not appear in Pittsburgh to- 
morrow.

Some Tell What Happened to Them Under 
Nazi Rule and How They Got 
Away to U. S. 


By OTTO FUERBRINGER 
Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 


-Scattered throughout the city 
and county, in West End apart- 
ments and suburban flats, are be- 
tween 400 and 500 German Jewish 
refugees who have come here with- 
in the last year to escape the Hitler 
terror. They form no « cohesive 
group but, taken collectively, they 
are a representative cross-section of 
any community. 

There are scientists and scholars, 
lawyers and merchants, students, 
salesmen, mechanics, clerks, butch- 
ers, laborers, and office workers. 
They come from all social groups: 
some formerly hobnobbed with the 
erstwhile German royalty, others 
lived near the Alexanderplatz, Ber- 
lin’s counterpart of New York's 
East Side. 

The writer, who interviewed some 
of them, was told in every instance 
that they were happy to be here. 
Most of them are on a much lower 
standard of living than they were 
in pre-Hitler Germany. Almost all 
of them have jobs of some sort or 
othe?. Many of the jobs were pro- 
vided by relatives or sympathetic 
Jewish employers and are little 
more than pensions. Very few re- 
ceive out and out charity. 


One Lawyer’s Experience. 


There is, for instance, a man, 
now in his middle fifties, who was 
a lawyer in a South German city. 
He was wounded four times in the 
World War, having fought most of 
the time at the front. He is now 
living with his wife and daughter 
in a West End apartment, where a 
huge oak desk and a heavy oak 
bookcase are among the articles of 
furniture. There are steel engrav- 
ings and watercolors on the walls 


the sofa and the chairs. 

“First of all,” he said, “I want to 
tell you about the men with the 
barrel organs. When I was small, 
the parks were filled with the men 
with barrel organs. They were 
veterans from the war of 1870. 
They were crippled or blind and 
they were trying to make a living. 
When the World War came every- 
body said, ‘Never will Germany 
treat its war veterans in such a 
way again.’” ' 

He got out the record of his 
company in which he was men- 
tioned twice, once for having been 
the first in an enemy trench. He 
showed his medals, including the 
Iron Cross, first class. 


His Office Picketed. 

“When the Nazis came into pow- 
er,” he continued, “I thought, be- 
cause I was a war veteran, I would 
be able to contirtue in my. profes- 
sion. The first laws of April, 1933, 
decreed that all Jewish lawyers who 
had been practicing in 1914 should 
not be molested. But that was a 
sham. I learned later that the proc- 
ess of elimination of all Jews had 
then already been decided upon, the 
tempo of elimination was to be de- 
cided by the Fuehrer. 

“But one day someone tacked a 
sign below my shingle with the 
word Jew on it in red, and then 
my office wus picketed. I protest- 
ed to the boy who was picketing. 
He said he couldn't help it, he was 
ordered to do it. Later he tele- 
phoned me and said he would like 
to make a suggestion. He said 1 
ought to take my shingle down, it 
would save me much trouble.” 

Got Out With $3800. 

His loss of practice was gradual. 
First party members, then all state 
officials were prohibited from hir- 
ing Jewish lawyers. He was dropped 
from the lawyers’ association and 
told to stay away from the veter- 
ans’ club. Non-Jews could not hire 
him, Jews would not, for fear + 
would jeopardize their case. 


“One day,” the lawyer continued,

“a brown-shirt called and ordered 
me to give up my army revolver 
and to pay him a fine of two marks. 
I protested vigorously against that 
and finally was permitted to keep 
my revolver. 

“As all practice gradually drop- 
ped off we were faced with the 
alternative of starving or emigrat- 
ing. My relatives in St. Louis 
signed affidavits for my family (af- 
fidavits guaranteeing that they 
would not be a public charge here) 
and we decided to come over. I 
hurriedly sold my house. By,the 
time we had paid the 50 per cent 
emigration tax and other duties and 
obtained our passage, I had $800 
left. That and our furniture is all 
we had when we landed in New.

Of single, young, male immi- | 
grants there are plenty. There is 
the son of a former owner of a 
large textile plant who now works 
for a manufacturer of sporting 
goods; a young apprentice butcher 
has by some chance landed a job 
with a butcher here. He is lucky: 
most have had to take work en- 
tirely different from that for which | 
they are trained. A tool and die- 
maker with a heavy accent is strug- 
gling along as a salesman, 


The tool and dye maker’s per- 
sonal biography is not  excep- 
tional. But one of his brothers 
has had a hapless history. “My | 
brother was arrested one day,” he 
said, ‘for ‘associating with an 
Aryan girl’ and both were put in 
jail. At the end of two weeks, 
when they were made to confront 
each other, the girl said she did 
not know m. brother. 

“But he thought it best to leave 
the country, and one night got over 
the border to Belgium. He is there 
now without a passport. The Bel- 
gians will permit him to stay, if | 
he does not take a regular job. In 
his last letter he said that he had 
heard that he and other Germane 
in a similar fix were to be put in 
a sort of concentration camp in | 
Belgium.“ 


Four Start Sausage Business. 


In North St. Louis four young 
immigrants have banded together 
and started a sausage manufactur- 
ing company. The idea came from 
Stefan Weil, 28 years old, who 
worked in a cousin’s sausage plant 
in Munich—where the famous Weiss 
Wurstl are made—for 12 years. He | 
left the country when the plant was 
confiscated, | 

He and his older brother, Joseph, 
32, are nephews of Maurice Weil, 
clothing merchant and a leader in 
Jewish charity work. Joseph knew 
nothing about sausage making, but 
is learning fast. In Germany he

In California, where Senator McAdoo resigned the 
day after the general election, Gov. Merriam has 
appointed Thomas M. Storke, Santa Barbara news-. 
paper publisher, as Senator for the two-month in- 
terim before Sheridan Downey takes his seat. Since 
Mr. Storke is a Democrat and a close friend of Mr. 
McAdoo and yet supported Gov. Merriam for re- 
election on the Republican ticket, the thing savors 
strongly of a deal between the retiring Senator and 
the Governor to pay off their political debts at the 
Government’s expense. 

In New York, on the other hand, no advantage is 
being taken of the opportunity for political plunder. 
Both Mead, Democrat, and Corsi, Republican, candi- 
dates to fill. out the unexpired term of the late 
Senator Copeland, were elected only for the period 
beginning next Jan. 1. While Attorney-General Ben- 
nett believes the law requires the Governor to make 
an appointment to fill the two-month vacancy, there 
is no indication that Mr. Lehman will do 80. 

These remnants of unexpired terms are an unfor- 
tunate, if seemingly unavoidable, ‘by-product of the 
abolition of the lame-duck session of Congress. Under 
the old system, the newly elected Congress did not 
meet for 13 months unless a special session was 
called, but the old Congress returned in December 
after the election for a session lasting’ until March 
4. The Norris amendment moved up Congress’ reg- 
ular meeting time to January, at the same time 
eliminating the session containing defeated members. 
This leaves dangling a short term of approximately 
two months when voters are called on to fill an un- 
expired term. 

There is a precedent for the politically cheap course 
the Republicans followed in Oregon and South Da- 
kota by nominating dummy candidates for the un- 
expired terms in their states. But the criticism 
heaped on that precedent should have been enough 
to keep them from repeating the mistake. Two years 
ago, one Guy V. Howard, a politically unknown Min- 
nesotan, filed for the remnant of the late Senator 
Schall’s term, The term was overlooked by the reg- 
ular candidates and the salary-bent Mr. Howard was 
automatically chosen. 

What did he do? Well, the chief thing was to draw 
a salary of $1666.66—that and enjoy the other emolu- 
ments of the office. He had a suite of rooms if he 
wanted to use them and he was entitled to the priv- 
ileges and immunities of a member of Congress. His 
name went into the Senate records, and yet, because 
no session of Congress was called, he was not sworn 
in and he answered to no roll calls. He stepped out, 
if it can be said that he was ever in, the very day 
his work as Senator should have begun—the day 
Gongress met. The taxpayers received absolutely 
nothing for their outlay, 

The probability that a special session of Congress 
will ever be called between November and January 
is remote. Such a session would re-establish the 
lame duck as a lawmaker. Unless a great emergency 
existed, that course doubtless would bring widespread 
disfavor on the President who called it. In view of 
the practicality of the situation, it would be infinite- 
ly better to leave these remnant terms unfilled for 
two months than to set them up with dummies. 

‘The political parties can prevent the election of these 
stuffed-shirt salary-drawers in the future if they 
have a mind to. All they need to do is to nominate 
for the remnant terms the candidates they are put- 
ting up for the succeeding terms. Then whoever is 
elected will become Senator upon his election and will 
be sworn in when Congress meets in January. 

Dummy members are beneath the dignity of the 
Senate. The pair from Oregon and South Dakota 
should be the last to clutter up its roll. 
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HOUSECLEANING FOR THE BARTENDERS. 

The dastardly shooting of Lee Baker, witness for 
the State in the Londe bombing case, has brought 
about one long overdue housecleaning. It has caused 
Bartenders’ Local Union No. 51 to be freed of its 
police-character control. By order of the interna- 
tional president of the union, Edward Flore of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., five officers, all either arrested or sought 
for questioning in the attempted murder of Baker, 
have been removed from their posts. 

The situation now ended was a disgrace to the 
organized labor movement. It had nothing to do 
with collective bargaining and the improvement of 
working conditions of union members. It existed 
for the benefit of the union’s dictators, and by their 
violence. It was to the bartenders’ union what the 
reign of the murdered Schading was to the local 
electrical workers’. union. 

First to be censured are the bartenders them- 
selves. They knew who Babe Baldwin was. They 
knew of his notorious Plantation Inn during pro- 
hibition days. They knew that he was convicted 
of robbery and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
five years, to be freed by the then Circuit Attorney 
after he was ‘granted a new trial, They knew 
that he was tried for the murder of an Overland 
bank cashier. They never should have let him 
fasten himself on their organization as its business 
agent and boss. 

They also knew the character of Bab Moran, re- 
cording secretary under Baldwin. They that 
he was one of the two indicted in the murder of 
a State’s witness in the Kelley kidnaping case—a 
shooting strikingly like that of Lee Baker. They 
knew that he was associated with the late Gus 
Winkler in the operation of an legal alcohol 
syndicate in Chicago. He, like Baldwin, should 
have been held off with a 10-foot pole, :

A bequest ‘of the sort all too frequently neglected 
by benefactors of educational institutions is that 
left to Washington University by the will of Mrs. 
Sarah L. Glasgow Wilson. The university in time 
will receive around a half-million dollars from the 
estate. This amount, it is provided, is to constitute 
an endowment fund “for increase of salaries of the 
teaching force, preferably professors, in the College 
of Liberal Arts and School of Engineering.” 

Gifts of buildings are a favored bequest in insti- 
tutions, partly perhaps because they perpetuate the 
donor’s name. Yet often they become an embarrass- 
ment of riches, since the schools’ resources are 
strained to maintain and staff the new structures. 
And after all, an institution is made or unmade by 
its teachers. A well-known quotation, attributed 
to Garfield, puts it this way: “My definition of a 
university is Mark Hopkins at one end of a log and 
a student at the other.” Yet philanthropy has paid 
scant attention to the matter of personnel and sal- 
aries. 

Mrs. Wilson made large gifts to the university 
while she lived. Her will now discloses a fine ap- 
preciation of a vital educational problem.

Good old Missouri rose nobly to the occasion, in 
the eleventh hour, with a rush of turkeys to deco- 
rate the Thanksgiving tables on both sides of the 
river.

Mar- 
tyrology is woven in the somber plaid of its attire, 
in the fateful cadences of its stride, in the mysti- 
cism of its bearing, in its weird, yet dauntless 
greetings. 

Nothing could be farther from our present inten- 
tion than a wish to disturb the tired dust of Keats 
with a controversial probe. We are profoundly con- 
vineed, just the same, that the sad heart of Ruth, 
standing in tears amid the alien corn, would have 
been perked up noticeably by the savory fragrance 
of a seal-browned turkey that had given its life for 
a fine, convivial cause. And magic casements would 
be charmed, too, we’re wagering, by this votive of- 
fering, in its embellishments of crystal and silver 
and flowers and the radiance of youth and pride 
of age beneath the roof of home.

side interference in domestic politics, also.cause resentment among general public.

UBLIC, opinion is slowly but percepti- 
b bly getting more and more worried 

about Mr. Chamberlain. A vacancy in 
Parliament was fought for a few days ago 
and resulted in a smashing defeat of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s nominee, in spite of the fact 
that it had been a Chamberlain seat be- 
fore. All over the country the opposition 
is gaining strength, The reasons for this 
are two, 

First, each step that Mr. Chamberlain 
himself takes is leading Britain nearer to 
the dictators’ camp and further away from 
democracy. Thus, the Prime Minister 
angrily accused Mr. Atlee, leader of the 
opposition, of “fouling our own nest” by 
daring to criticise the Government—“A 
thing,” said Mr. Chamberlain, “which could 
never happen in a totalitarian state.“ 

This can only be regarded as a direct 
statement that Mr. Chamberlain is longing 
for a political and press censorship. 

Then there is the admission of Lord Hali- 


fax that Italy all along was determined 


that Franco should not lose in Spain. This, 
of course, can mean only one thing—that 
Mr, Chamberlain is prepared to let Musso- 
lini go on bombing and destroying Govern- 
ment Spain and still to call it “non-inter- 


vention.“ 


Then there is the story, which has not 
been published but which is circulating in 
London, that the Prime Minister told Mr. 
Maisky, the Soviet Ambassador, that “Rus- 
sia is our enemy.” Whether the story is 
true or not, certainly our Government’s 
attitude to Russia is based on a sentiment 
of this sort. Russia is the ally of France, 
and France is our ally. It must be a record 
in the history of diplomacy that a country 
which is admittedly arming to save its life, 
as we are,.should go out of its way to in- 
sult the ally of its only ally. In these ways 
Mr. Chamberlain is causing profound un- 
easiness. 

The second factor in the situation, as the 
ordinary man sees it, is Herr Hitler and 
the speeches which he insists on making all 
the time. Over and over again he has at- 


tacked Mr. Churchill, Mr. Duff Cooper, Mr. 


Eden and various Labor spokesmen, and 


has said that he cannot trust a country. in 
which these men might be in office within 
a year. Now this has a double significance. 

First, it is based upon the constitutional 
fact that we must hold a general election 
before the end of 1940 (no Parliament being 
permitted to last more than five years). 
Therefore, Hitler is practically inviting 
Chamberlain to hold a general election at 
once in order to prove, if he wins it, that 
he, Mr. Chamberlain, or those who think 
like him, will be in power for the next five 


years. 
In other words, Hitler is saying, “I want 


Chamberlain to continue in office for at 
least five years, and, therefore, he must 
hold his election as quickly as possible in 


order to prove to me that Churchill will . 


not take his place.” 

Second, the German Chancellor is making 
a direct interference in British internal af- 
fairs. The country found it pretty difficult 
to swallow the ignominy when Musselini 
forced Mr. Eden out of the Secretaryship 
of State for Foreign Affairs. But at that 
time, it regarded the interference as an 
isolated case and it determined to give Mr. 
Chamberlain his chance. But now the in- 
terference is cropping up again in a much 
more drastic manner. There are certain 
English politicians,” screams the Fuehrer, 
— I will not allow in the British Cab-

Now that sort of thing is extremely an- 
noying, to say the least of it, to the Brit- 
isher. He may be slow, and he often may 
be dull, but he resents outside interference 
just.as passionately as the American, and 
no one can say more than that. 

The Chamberlain party has, in fact, to 
contend now against the positive distrust 
which is growing all thé time, and the in- 
direct propaganda which the opposition is 
not being slow to put forward that “a vote 
— Chamberlain's man is a vote for Hit- 
er.“

The bulletin pointed out the 
Catholic Church “always has been 
the patron of arts and looked 
askance at the Puritans who for- 
bade even legitimate dancing and 
other sane forms of entertainment.”

THINK I must be the most re | 


lieved man in the country, now 
that the Dionne quintuplets’ ton- 
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decided to go ahead at on 

Dr. Brown put all the reso 
of the hospital of which he is head 
at our disposal. He sent Dr. John 
McCreary up a day ahead to type 
the children’s blood in case a blood 
transfusion became necessary; then 
he sent his best throat surgeon, Dr. 
Wishart; his best anesthetist, Dr. 
C. H. Robson. 

The result was that with 49 min- 
utes of actual operating time all 10 
tonsils and adenoids were out. And 
it was done so smoothly and effi- 
ciently that the children didn’t 
know until it was all over what 
had happened to them. 

Each had a general anesthetic, 
ethyl chloride and ether, admin- 
istered 80 that they 
thought it was a game they were 
playing. We operated on Marie 
first; poor little Marie who always 
takes things harder than the oth- 
ers, and her tonsils were the worst. 
She went on the table at 9:10. By 
12:20 Cecile, the last to go under 
the knife, was back in the bedroom 
recovering from the ether. 

Royalty or millions in money 
couldn’t have commanded any bet- 
ter attention than these children 
got. I examined their throats 
while the surgeon was operating. 
He removed every vestige of tonsil 
and adenoids. It was as clean and 
as efficient an operation as I have 
seen. Yet, I was told that any

child of the slums who is brought 
into that Toronto hospital receives 
the same attention. 


The details of the story are sim- 
ple, yet the drama of that tonsillec- 
tomy is such that I cannot describe 
it. At 7:30 the children were given 
corn syrup and water, not only to 
keep them from getting hungry, but 
to check any acidosis. The nurses 
talked and played wita them, gave 
each some nerve sedative and did 
it all so efficiently that the children 
awaiting their turn were not at all 


concerned when their sisters went 


out and did not come back. 

It was a real treat to see the way 
the quintuplets reacted to the op- 
delighted at the 
philosophic way they have accepted 
the fact that we did something 
them that made their throats hurt. 
After they regained conscious- 
ness, all five of them called for their 
little toy wrist watches, I think the 
reason they wanted to consult those 
watches was because they couldn't 
quite figure out why it was after- 
noon; it nad been morning when 
they went under the anesthetic. 

Marie reacted very normally 
when awakened. She opened her 
big eyes and looked around.

HE thyroid gland is the best known of the ductles glands. It is 
12 in the front of the base of the neck, and everyone must have 
seen it outlined under the skin in people with goiter. 

Knowledge of treatment of thyroid gland disorders is more ad-

The face becomes heavy, the eyes listless, the lids full—the 
whole appearance animal-like. With this there is great mental regres- 
non. Speech and gait are slow and difficult, and there is a gradual 
Withdrawal from life. There is a constant sensation of being cold. In 
this condition, also, the feeding of thyroid extract frequently brings about 
& return to normal. 

So much for the atrophy or shrinking of the gland. It may also 
increase in size and pour extra amounts of secretion into the blood 
stream.

MAN in Butte, Mont., wrote, 

just a quarter of a century ago, 

to the young professor of edu- 
cational administration at Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, 
New York, because the latter had 
been. recommended to set the 
schools of Butte on the right course. 


The educator, Dr. George Dray- 
ton Strayer, spent a month in 
Butte, with three tes. His 
findings constituted one of the first 
published reports of a modern 
school survey. They were based on 
technique not previously used, 
measuring achievements on new 
scales, after a detailed study of 
procedure and curriculum. It was 
the beginning of a scientific ap- 
proach to appraisal of American 
educational systems. 


As one community after another 
heard about the report, Dr. Strayer’s 
services for similar inquiries were 
enlisted in all parts of the country. 
Since 1913 he has directed such com- 
prehensive school studies in more 
than 80 large and small cities and 
three states, St. Louis is the latest 
to engage him, in an inquiry which 
started in full force ‘at the end of 
October and will be completed by 
May 1. 

There came to summier classes at 
Teachers’ College in 1914 the su- 
perintendent of schools at Dunkirk, 
N. T., Nickolaus Louis Engelhardt. 
About that time Strayer was seek - 
ing a new assistant and chose En- 
gelhardt. Not only did the new- 
comer teach, but he spent much 
time aiding in the growing survey 
activity, and in his spare hours he 
studied for his Ph. D. 

Thus was born in 1916 the well- 
known team of “Strayer and Engel- 
hardt.” Unique in their pursuit to 
a large degree, they have conducted 
far more school surveyt than any 
others in the field. 


Have their surveys been worth 
while? A few years ago the Uni- 
versity of California checked the 
percentage of recommendations of 
various surveyors which had been 
carried out, with acknowledgement 
by local superintendents and boards 
that action was taken as a result of 
the surveys. Strayer and Engel- 
hardt led the class with a mark 
higher than 70 per cent. 


1 — 4 as conducted by them, 
rather like a searching physical 
examination by the physicians of 
some famous clinic.

general control under a contract 
specifying their duties and powers.

all told, about 125 will be engaged 
here for varying periods.

HEIR studies are purely im- 

personal. Never are reports 

made on individuals, only on 
policy and program. But they 
have the faculty of going in- 
to a new city and speedily 
becoming familiar with the per- 
sonalities and economic, political, 
social and civic background of the 
situation. They do not stop with 
publication of the report, but feel 
the obligation to acquaint the com- 
munity with the facts and proposals 
through personal contacts and 
through the press. 

In their classes at Columbia they

er is director and Engelhardt as- 
sociate director of the division of 
field studies. Survey contracts are 
made with the college, which, in 
the quarter of a century of the ac- 
tivity, has collected about $1,000,000 
for this work but was only $6000 
ahead of expenses at the last audit.

An Eastern industrial city pre- 
sented a hard political nut to be 
cracked if its survey was to have 
a successful outcome.

In one congested 
district they brought about the pur- 
chase of a 25-acre site occupied by 
an old mansion; citizens had con- 
sidered it out of the question to 
seek this place, but the surveyors 
found the owners delighted to sell 
at a fair price. Elsewhere blocks 
of old buildings were torn down to 
make way for schools, in a $30,000,- 
000 rehabilitation program. 

But buildings, Strayer points out, 
are proposed only in terms of a 
revised educational program. That 
city also had a problem in the 
qualification, promotiqn and retire- 
ment of teachers. The method of 
selecting the teachers was im- 
proved and freed of, board influ- 
ence ard retirement pay at a fixed 
age limit provided. 

There was another condition out- 
standing in a Middle Western city 
—the excessive proportion of stu- 
dents failing in their courses. The 
solution through the survey was to 
keep the boys and girls moving 
along with mates of their own age 
and development, putting them in 
special classes, if necessary, and 
providing remedial measures for 
their backwardness, such as - eye- 
glasses or sympathetic guidance in 
learning to read properly. 

In a Southern city the surveyors 
found it was the practice to keep 
the youngsters ‘in their seats 
throughout classes, The remedy 
was to let them move about and as- 
sume certain responsibility for in- 
dividual and group work. Suppos- 
ing that it would take 10 or 15 
years to obtain complete results, 
Strayer returned in three years and 
was surprised at the transforma- 
tion, “The children,” he says, “no 
longer were strained almost to the 
point of explosion, but they were 
learning more than before.”

ORN at Wayne, Pa., in 1876,
